Note. — It  will  be  noticed  throuf^hout  this  report  that,  on  occasion,  trore  notices  are  shown  as  “ complied 
than  “served.”  This  is  explained  by  work,  rccpiested  in  1948,  being  completed  in  1949. 
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During  the  year,  216  horses  have  been  killed  for  human  consumption.  One  carcase,  7 
lungs  and  25  livers  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  food. 

It  is  of  interest  to  say  that  one  horse  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 
The  disease  was  restricted  to  the  lungs,  the  carcase  lymphatic  glands  being  clear.  When  it  is 
realised  that  this  is  the  first  horse  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  out  of  over  400 
inspected  during  the  last  two  years,  their  immunity  is  really  remarkable.  One  horse  carcass 
was  condemned  for  mutiple  tumours  of  the  sarcoma  type — specimens  being  sent  for  identifica- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine  at  Bristol  University.

Wherever  possible  the  condemned  food  is  re-processed  or  used  for  animal  foodstuffs. 
The  condemnation  of  51,409  tins  of  Orange  Juice  followed  laboratory  tests  which  confirmed 
the  destruction  of  the  lacquer  of  the  tins  and  the  presence  of  iron  and  tin  in  the  juice.  The 
Ministry  of  Food  was  consulted  in  an  endeavour  to  arrange  salvage  or  re-processing  but,  despite 
enquiries,  no  facilities  were  found  available  and  the  tins  were  destroyed. 

The  results  of  the  survey  of  licensed  premises  in  the  district  are  now  becoming  visible, 
several  improvement  schemes  having  been  completed  and  plans  being  in  hand  in  other  cases. 
The  building  licence  position  is  still  difficult,  but  it  is  hoped  that,  within  the  next  two  years, 
every  licensed  house  will  have  a hot  and  cold  water  supply  to  a sink  in  the  bar  and  that 
there  will  be  satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  for  patrons. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  an  arrangement  has  been  reached  with  the  local 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  whereby  all  applications  for  retailers  or  catering 
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licences  arc  referred  to  this  dej)artment  for  comment.  Thus,  it  is  possible  to  insist  upon 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  from  the  outset  of  any  such  business.  This  is 
proving  to  be  very  useful  in  maintaining  our  food  hygiene  campaign,  which  was  commenced 
last  year  by  inspections  of  all  food  premises  and  the  issue  of  circulars. 

In  November,  the  Council  decided  to  adopt  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  Model  Byelaws 
dealing  with  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  the  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open 
Air.  When  the  formalities  of  adoption  are  complete,  an  opportunity  will  be  afforded  to 
again  bring  the  urgency  of  food  hygiene  before  the  notice  of  all  persons  connected  with  the 
sale  or  manufacture  of  foodstuffs. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  registered  the  i)reparation  premises  for  a mobile  fish 
and  potato  frying  van.  The  full  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  obtained, 
including  hot  water  supjjly  and  hand-washing  facilities  in  the  van  itself.

The  only  manufacturer  of  ice-cream  in  the  district  uses  the  “ cold  mix  ” process,  and 
the  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  and  1948,  are 
fulfilled. 


For  the  first  time,  regular  samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  obtained  throughout  the 
year.  The  results  su])plied  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Salisbury  and  Taunton  arc 
shown  at  the  end  of  the  report.  Enquiries  are  made  following  a poor  sample  result. 


Dr.  J.  A.  Boycott,  a recognised  expert  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  ice-cream, 
has  made  the  following  comments  on  our  results  : — • 

“ I think  the  results  of  ice-cream  testing  from  your  district  are  pretty  satisfactory.  1 think  your 
Council’s  policy  of  registering  General  Stores  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  only  is  entirely 
sound,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  your  results.” 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  results  from  one  manufacturer  have  been  consistently  below 
standard.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  district,  and  the  position 
is  that  ice-cream  manufacture  has  been  suspended  until  improvements  in  plant  and  premises 
have  been  carried  out.

Having  now  been  in  this  district  since  the  end  of  1947,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was,  this 
year,  able  to  make  some  headway  in  imi)roving  conditions  of  milk  ])roduction.  Every  effort 
was  made  to  obtain  such  improvements  by  informal  friendly  action,  but  in  one  case  it  was 
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found  necessary  to  prosecute  a farmer  for  failing  to  cleanse  the  cows’  udders  and  teats  prior 
to  milking,  dirty  hands  of  the  milkers,  and  the  dirty  cowshed  floors  and  walls.  The  Council’s 
case  was  successful  and  the  farmer  was  fined  £20  and  £3:3:0  costs. 

We  remain  responsible  for  the  control  of  “ milk  distributors,”  and  it  is  hoped  to  be 
able  to  make  a thorough  survey  during  the  coming  year  and,  while  so  doing,  deal  with  various 
new  aspects,  such  as  the  mechanical  refrigeration  for  cooling,  required  by  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  refused  a Tuberculin  Tested  Dealers’  Licence  to  a re- 
tailer in  the  district  and  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The  Ministry  upheld 
the  Council’s  decision.  Subsequently,  various  improvements  were  made  to  the  dairy  and  the 
Council  issued  the  licence. 

Six  samples  of  milk  have  been  obtained  from  the  holders  of  Special  Designation 
Licences.  Five  samples  were  completely  satisfactory,  and  a reasonable  explanation  was  pro- 
duced to  account  for  the  other  sample  failing  in  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  I hope  to  take 
regular  samples  of  designated  milk  during  1950,  as  it  is  really  only  on  the  results  of  a series 
of  samples  that  judgment  can  be  made.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  sample  results  contained  in  detail  in  Api)endix  “B”  of  this 
rei)ort,  considerable  activity  has  been  in  progress  in  connection  with  water  supplies.  As  a 
result  of  these  routine  samples,  two  public  supplies  are  now  chlorinated  and  five  supplies  have 
permanent  notices  fixed  to  warn  consumers  to  boil  water  intended  for  drinking  purposes. 
Every  endeavour  is  made  to  obtain  an  alternative  main  supply,  but  in  some  cases  this  has 
proved  to  be  impossible — for  instance,  at  Conkwell,  which  is  a hamlet  approximately  1 mile 
from  the  nearest  main. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  new  Chippenham  Water  Scheme,  under  the  control  of 
the  Surveyor,  has  replaced  the  old  Atworth  Supply,  the  Purlpitt  Supply  and  the  Hobbs  Bot- 
tom Supply,  from  all  of  which  poor  sample  results  were  often  obtained.  The  date  of  the 
completion  of  laying  the  mains  to  the  village  of  Atworth  was  August,  1949. 

SEWERAGE. 

WiNSLEY. — The  disposal  works  and  sewering  of  part  of  this  village  was  completed  just 
before  the  war  stopped  all  such  work.  Work  was  commenced  again  in  the  main  part  of  the 
village  in  1947,  and  finished  by  November,  1949.

Two  site  licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year  and  two  refused.  Some  confusion 
to  the  public  is  caused  by  the  fact  that  both  the  Public  Health  Act  and  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act  apply  to  sites  for  moveable  dwellings.  Efforts  are  made  to  co-ordinate  action 
under  the  two  statutes. 


Several  comi)laints  about  gyj)sies  on  Norrington  Common  have  been  dealt  with,  but  the 
powers  under  the  Pul)lic  Health  Act  prove  to  be  rather  cumbersome  in  this  connection. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE. 

'I'his  service,  which  was  brought  into  operation  in  1948,  has  been  utilized  to  clear  98 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks  during  1949.  The  contractors,  employed  by  the  Council,  visit  the 
district  every  three  months  and  carry  out  work  notified  to  my  office  following  newspaj)er 
advertisements. 

To  save  correspondence,  a standing  order  scheme  has  been  established,  and  instructions 
have  been  received  for  75  clearances  every  year,  (juite  ai)art  frcjm  any  enquiries  made  follow- 
ing our  quarterly  advertisement. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Informal  action  has  been  taken  in  various  jiarts  of  the  district  to  prevent  pollution  of  streams 
and  water  courses  by  drainage  and  overflowing  cesspools.  Sewer  ditches  continue  to  be  a 


problem.

Once  again  negligible  progress  must  be  reported  under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey.  To 
make  a .systematic  drive  in  this  connection,  qualified  assistance  is  essential. 

During  the  year,  an  owner  ap])ealed  against  the  Council's  Demolition  (Orders  made 
u])on  five  cottages  and  the  case  was  heard  at  the  County  Court,  Trowbridge.  Eventually, 
the  owner  withdrew  his  a])peal  and  the  Jurge  made  it  clear  that  he  agreed  with  the  Council’s 
decision. 
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With  the  improvement  grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  there  appeared  to  be 
offered  a wonderful  opportunity  to  constructively  approach  the  deplorable  housing  conditions 
in  many  of  our  parishes.  Unfortunately,  it  seems  likely  that  the  cutting  down  of  building 
licences  is  going  to  nullify  the  position.  Thus,  cottages  already  in  a poor  condition  will 
further  deteriorate  and  demolition  will  be  the  only  remaining  solution  in  a few  years.
